Belli  said  he  will  jouney  to 
Austin,  Tex.,  Monday  to  take  the 
case  to  the  criminal  court  of  ap- 
peals. 

‘YES  SIR,  I do  hold  concern  for 
his  life,”  Belli  said.  ‘'That  would 
be  the  way  to  prevent  an  appeal 
. . . another  way  for  Dallas  to  dis- 
pose of  him. 

“I’m  going  to  have  a talk  with 
Sheriff  (Bill)  Decker,”  Belli  said. 
“Ruby  should  have  treatment 
right  now.  He  might  commit  sui- 
cide.” 

A JURY  OF  eight  men  and  four 
women  deliberated  only  2 hours 
and  24  minutes  Saturday  before 
finding  Ruby  guilty  of  murdering 
Lee  Harvey  Oswald,  the  accused 
assassin  of  President  Kennedy. 

As  Judge  Joe  B.  Brown  read 
the  verdict,  defense  attorneys 
Belli  and  Joe  H Tonahill  of  Jas- 
per, Tex.,  blazed  in  wrath  and 
shouted  “appeal!  appeal!” 
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Cric  Hoffer,  62-year-old  philosopher,  au- 
thor and  longshoreman  will  be  on  cam- 
pus Wednesday  and  Thursday  sponsored 
by  the  Academic  Emphasis  Committee. 


Seclusion  Traded 
For  Campus  Visit 

Philosopher-author-longshoreman  Eric  Hoffer 
emerging  from  20  years  of  seclusion  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  two  days  on  BYU’s  campus  never  finished 
grade  school. 

The  62-year-old  dock  worker,  scheduled  for 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  by  the  Academic  Em- 
phasis Committee,  fell  and  injured  his  head  when 
he  was  seven  years  old.  This  accident  left  him 
completely  blind,  and  although  he  later  regained 
his  sight,  he  never  finished. grade  school. 

AFTER  THE  DEATH  of  his  father  in  1920, 
he  crossed  the  continent  from  New  York  to  Los 
Angeles  arriving  with  $300.  He  landed  on  Skid 
Road  the  same  year. 

“It  was  then,”  he  says,  “that  I first  began  to 
live.” 

For  the  next  21  years,  he  bummed  around  the 
state  picking  fruit,  swinging  sledges  in  railroad 
gangs,  lumber  jacking  and  prospecting. 

HE  DESCRIBES  HIMSELF  as  “not  really  a 
scholar  but  a working  longshoreman  who  stumb 
led  into  thinking  and  writing.”  . 

His  correspondence  with  Doran  Hunter,  Chair- 
man of  the  Academic  Emphasis  Committee,  is  all 
hand-written  in  blue  ink  on  lined  notebook  paper. 
The  Clark  Library  has  requested  permission  from 
Mr.  Hunter  to  place  copies  of  it  in  its  stacks. 

“If  you  have  misgivings  about  the  invitation 
I want  to  reinforce  them,”  he  wrote.  “For  an  ‘Ac- 
ademic Emphasis’  affair,  you  have  picked  someone 
who  is  utterly  unacademic  and,  indeed,  has  never 
been  to  school.”

Neglected  Etiquette? 


I am  rather  disturbed  that  so 
many  of  our  younger  students 
should  feel  so  keenly  the  need  to 
leave  the  forum  and  devotional 
assemblies  before  they  have  been 
properly  concluded.  Contrary  to 
what  might  readily  be  assumed, 
I am  not  at  all  convinced  that 
rudeness  should  be  blamed  for 
this  abnormal  behavior.  Some- 
thing much  more  compelling 
must  surely  lie  at  the  heart  of 
the  matter. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  children 
usually  have  to  leave  public  ga- 
therings for  one  of  three  reasons: 
the  parents  may  simply  have  neg- 
lected etiquette  and  discipline,  the 
child’s  bone  and  muscle  structure 
may  make  it  impossible  for  him 
to  sit  still  for  as  long  as  an  hour, 
or — and  this  is  the  possibility 
that  most  alarms  me — he  has  to 
go  to  the  restroom. 


Assuming  that  a college-age- 
child-  has  been  taught  fairly  well 
and  has  matured  sufficiently, 
physically,  I submit  that  it  is 
disconcerting  to  discover  that 


bladder  control  — a function 
thought  by  many  experts  on  child 
develoment  to  be  mastered  by 
most  children  somewhere  around 
age  three,  or  six  or  seven  at  the 
latest — has  yet  to  be  achieved  by 
a significant  number  of  college 
freshman  (this  latter  assumption 
may,  however,  reflect  mere  cow- 
ardice on  my  part ; yet  I refuse  to 
believe  that  children  older  than 
freshmen  could  still  be  havinj 
this  problem). 

Perhaps  I should  take  comfort 
in  the  suggestion  by  a physician 
friend  of  mine  that  the  problem 
may  be  owing  to  a malfunction 
of  the  urinary'  organs  and  not,  as 
I supposed,  to  a prolonged  state 
of  infancy.  Still,  there  is  some- 
thing vaguely  disquieting  about 
even  this  hypothesis,  seeming,  as 
it  does,  to  call  in  question  the 
physical  fitness  of  American 
youth. 

I should  be  highly  gratified  if 
someone  could  suggest  a less  un- 
settling explanation  for  this,  to 
me,  embarrassing  problem.

Emmett  Smith,  the  team’s  top 
broad  jumper,  rewrote  the  field- 
house  record  in  the  broad  jump 
event  with  a jump  of  24’  6”.  The 
old  record  was  24’  31.”  Smith 
turned  in  one  of  the  most  consist- 
ent indoor  jumping  exhibitions 
ever  seen  at  BYU. 

Ray  Barrus  copped  first  place 
in  the  mile  run,  but  was  pressed 
hard  by  his  younger  brother  John 
Barrus,  who  is  a freshman  at 
Utah  State. 

Ron  Morgan  finished  strong  to 
be  an  easy  winner  in  the  2 mile 
run.  He  was.  followed  by  team- 
mates Larry  Winward  and  Dar- 
ryl Beardall.  Other  performers 
who  showed  to  good  advantage 
were:  Ron  Haden  with  a high 
jump  of  6’  6”,  followed  by  Neil 
Roberts  at  6’  4”,  sprinters  Bob 
Tobler,  Tim  Russel,  and  hurdler 
Mike  Douglas. 


WEST  CHESTER,  PA.,  (UPI) 
— The  United  States  won  the 
North  American  gymnastic  cham 
pionship  Saturday  over  Canada 
and  Mexico  in  both  men  and  wo- 
men’s divisions  and  captured 
individual  honors  as  well. 

THE  UNITED  States  had  556. 
60  total  points  in  the  men’s  com- 
petition to  522.05  for  Canada  and 
262.55  for  Mexico  in  the  three- 
nation  competition.

MAKATO  SAKAMOTO,  17,  of 
the  U.S.  team,  the  1963  National 
AAU  all-around  champion,  was 
runner-up  to  Weiss.  Weiss  was 
second  to  Sakamoto  in  the  AAU 
championships. 

Miss  Walters,  who  had  75.55 
points,  was  the  1961  and  1962 
junior  national  all-around  cham- 
pion. She  was  runner-up  last 
year  to  Muriel  Grosfeld,  who  fin- 
ished fourth  Saturday,  in  the  Na- 
tional AAU  all-around  champion- 
ships.
